MAKERS OF GOOD GOODS ONLY. 
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A REMARKABLE change has come over the commerce 
of the United States in the decade ending with the cal- 
dar year 1900. Imports, which in 1890 were $823,397,- 
726, were, in 1900, $829,052,116, an increase of less 
than 1 per cent in the decade; while the exports, which 
in 1890 were $857,502,548, were, in 1900, $1,478,050,- 
854, an increase of 72.4 per cent. In 1890 the excess of 
exports over imports was $5,654,390; in 1900, it was 
$648,998,738. 


Lord Rosebery, the well-known leader of the Brit- 
ish Liberals, in a recent address told his countrymen 
that they have everything to fear from trade competition 
with Americans, and stated that when the Englishman 
makes his little pile he retires, in the true sense of the 
word, to enjoy whatever his fortune can purchase for 
him in the way of social and other pleasures; and the 
American fortune-maker keeps his money in the game, 
and, by consolidating it with the fortunes of others, 
turns it into “an engine of warfare” that may become 
extremely dangerous to British trade and commerce. 

There is a good deal of truth in this view. Amer- 
ican entrepreneurs seek to have their fill of enjoyment 
as they go along, and most of them are anxious to die 
in harness rather than retire. 








THERE are yet “worlds to conquer” for the cotton 
manufacturers of the United States. True, their ex- 
ports of cotton cloth have increased from 136,000,000 
yards in 1890 to 258,000,000 yards in 1900, and would 
doubtless have been much greater in the last year but 
for the extremely high price of cotton. Yet when the 
exports of cotton goods by the United Kingdom for the 
year 1900 and preceding years are examined it becomes 
quite apparent that there is still a large opportunity 
awaiting a people who can plant the factory beside the 
cotton field and operate it with cheaper coal, better ma- 
chinery and more skillful and effective labor than that 







of the nation which transports its cotton many thousand 
miles, brings its coal from thousands of feet below the 
surface, and yet distributes more than five billion yards 
of cotton goods to the world every year. 








Tue Joint Postal Commission of the House and 
Senate have made their report, which is the result of 
two years’ careful deliberation over postal matters. 

A unanimous agreement is reached in favor of 
excluding from the second-class mail rate books, whether 
bound or unbound, newspapers and periodicals unsold, 
sent by one news agent to another or returned to the 
publisher. Furthermore the commission advises unani- 
mously against the continuance of the system of trans- 
mitting mails in the pneumatic tubes under present 
conditions. The commission considered to some extent 
the question of changing the rate of letter postage and 
of establishing a system of parcels posts, but it has 
reported unanimously that neither plan is practicable 
under existing conditions of revenue and expenditure, 
even if otherwise desirable. 

The report on the parcels post system is one that 
cannot but be pleasing to our readers. Dropping all 
ethical considerations of the adoption of this system 
and its effect on the commercial interests of the country, 
it would also appear from the testimony of this com- 
mission that it is unpracticable. We hope its support- 
ers will recognize the futility of their agitation in its 
behalf and will quietly allow the scheme to sink into 
merited oblivion. 








M. Paut Leroy-BEAULIEv’s project for the forma- 
tion of a European economic federation to meet Ameri- 
can competition is again being revived. 

The Neues Wiener Journal, a leading Vienese 
paper, considers that a great struggle between America 
and Europe will constitute the leading characteristic of 
the twentieth century. 

Referring to the extraordinary development of the 
trust system, the paper proceeds to say that the object 
of the immense economic changes now taking place in 
the United. States can only be to flood Europe and the 
European markets in Asia with American industrial 
products. 

It will be impossible to regard the future without 
apprehension if Europe remains indifferent to these 
energetic and well-directed preparations. Some years 
ago Count Colnchowski called attention to the commer- 
cial superiority of America and declared that a Euro- 
pean customs union was the only means of defending 
the old world against its competition, yet not a single 
move has been made in that direction. It is certain, 
however, in the opinion of the Journal, that if the 
European states do not act in concert they will be de- 
feated by America, who will realize her ideal of com- 
mercial supremacy. 

The Wiener Tageblatt, also of Vienna, urges Aus- 
trian statesmen to reject quack protectionist palliatives 
for real remedies. It says that owing to the almost 
intolerable burden of taxation imposed on Europe by 
militarism America, whose national wealth shows 
enormous and steady increase, is gradually becoming 
the creditor of the whole world. 
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RANDOM SKETCHES.

A certain man set out on a journey and seated him- 
self on a train, and paid three prices for his meals and 
on top of that he tipped the dining room steward. Then 
he tipped the porter. On arriving at his destination he 
paid a cabman an exorbitant price to drive him to a 
hotel and he tipped him. Then he tipped the hotel 
porter who made a lunge for his baggage and he tipped 
the bell boy who showed him his room.

Then he paid a good price to have his 
shoes shined and tipped the bootblack besides. When- 
ever he took a Turkish bath this man tipped his attend- 
ant. 

Every Christmas he “remembered” the janitor of 
his office building with a Yuletide tip. The elevator 
boy also came in for a tip at this time. This man on 
visiting his swell friends had to tip all the servants. 
The employes at his social club and his golf club were 
keen for tips, lavish ones at that, and so this man lived. 
Then a friend said to him, “The tipping habit is an 
unmitigated nuisance,” and the man I have told you 
of said to his friend, “You are a liar.” 


You know, every last one of you gentlemen, read- 
ers of THe AMERICAN ARTISAN, that the man in ques- 
tion said nothing of the kind, but coincided with his 
friend. Why should a man pay twice for what he gets? 

Let me take a homely illustration: I go to any 
leading Chicago bakery and buy an apple pie for ten 
cents. I go to a bakery lunch counter and I buy a 
fourth of one of these pies for five cents. I go to a 
leading restaurant and I secure a sixth of one of these 
pies, with a cent and a quarter’s worth of cheese on 
the side for ten cents. Why is it that I pay for this 
pie at the rate of ten cents in one case, twenty cents in 
a second case and sixty cents in the third case? Am 
I not taxed the extra price in order principally to pay 
for service? Then why, when I pay for my piece of pie 
in a first class restaurant at the rate of one and two- 
thirds cents for pie and eight and one-third cents foy 
service, am I compelled in order to secure first class 
service, to pay extra for it by tips? If commercial 
travelers and other business men who frequent railroads 
and hotels should unite against this evil they could 
very soon bring about at least an abatement of an un- 
American nuisance. 


* * * 


Requiescat in pace may now be written as the epi- 
taph of the parcels post bill, now that the Joint Postal 
Commission, after three years of investigation and 
deliberation, in which this commission has had every 
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facility for prosecuting its work that the government 
could possibly place in its hands, records its official con- 
demnation of a project that from its inception has been 
nothing else than an attempted raid on the treasury 
of the United States. I read in an eastern paper an 
article that goes right at the meat of this matter, as 
follows: “A coterie of grasping individuals has sought 
to put the government into the general transportation 
business, so that freight, which is now hauled by rail- 
road and steamship companies and other legitimate car- 
riers, should become a part of the United States mails— 
a scheme designed to drive retail trade away from the 
merchants of the towns and smaller cities and into the 
hands of the big department stores of New York, Chi- 
cago, Philadelphia, and so forth. This is the first big 
nail in the coffin of the plot. In the face of the come 
mission’s condemnation, no senator or representative 
will presumably have the assurance to press this job on 
the attention of Congress.” 

Now that the affair is practically over, and the 
matter can be looked at in a clear, unpartisan light, I 
will say that the readers of this paper will probably 
agree with me that a parcels post law never seriously 
menaced the retail trade of America. 

When Senator Pettigrew, whose days of official 
tenure, I am glad to say, will be but few more, first 
introduced this bill into the Senate of the United 
States, it had the merit of novelty. It was championed 
as a progressive measure and men in all classes care- 
fully thought over its merits and demerits. The latter 
were soon seen to greatly outnumber the former. As to 
its being a progressive measure, the great body of the 
people saw that it would be progress crab-fashion. 

A parcels post law would not prove self-sustaining, 
and would be a tax on over 76,000,000 people, and a 
special privilege for a few supply-house proprietors; 
besides, it would result in a diversion of trade from 
many small local dealers and would concentrate it in 
the hands of a few supply-house men. Besides, it would 
be a heavy blow to railroad and express interests. These 
results were patent, and no sooner were they generally 
grasped by statesmen and citizens alike than the knell 
of this little supply-house trick was rung. 


* * * 


THE man who has an idea that all the inventions 
have been invented will receive several cerebral shocks 
before the wings of Azrael make a draft in his bed- 
chamber. While many projects, such as inter-planetary 
communication and rejuvenation via the salt route, are 
idle chimeras, many recent inventions are of wonderful 
scope and practical utility. Among these latest strides 
in inventive art ocean telephony and automatic adjust- 
ing machines may be mentioned. This last named ma- 
chine aims to secure the highest capacity for turning 
out work by speed-changing devices. It is a direct 
answer to Prof. Reulaux’s hope of 1891, which was ex- 
eprssed as follows in a lecture on kinematics: “A 
mechanical device which would enable working machines 
to adapt themselves automatically to the different con- 
ditions of work, would be the ideal solution of econom- 
ical use of force, and I hope some day a mechanical 
genius may arise to solve this far-reaching question for 
the benefit of mankind.”

PRAISE FOR PRIZER.

Prizer, published on pp. — in your Jan. 5 issue, about 
The Traveling Salesmen, contains abundant thought 
and deep reasoning worthy the careful perusal, not only 
of the traveling salesmen, but of those who hire him, 
also. 

From the A to Z line, from the assertion of the 
value of a salesman’s personal power to the “fruitless 
argument” stanza, it is a treatise worthy the most care- 
ful consideration, both by the parties who seek em- 
ployes, and those who seek such channel for means 
of honest livelihood. 

SALESMEN MADE TO ORDER. 

Read between the lines and Mr. Prizer’s reasoning 
is quite at variance with some manufacturers, who are 
setting up an age limit, possibly largely upon the theory 
they can manufacture up to date salesmen through a 
course of office lessons and a prescribed catechism. 

The larger power of a successful salesman is born 
to him, and can be enlarged upon by cultivation and 
training. 

GUIDE BOARDS. 

Talks or lectures, like guide boards, may in a 
measure serve to point the way, but the real training 
and cultivation only comes from direct contact with 
the work. 

The guide board serves only to direct the way to 
Joliet; the land-marks along the route, the hills, val- 
leys, little streams, bridges and obstacles to be met 
with can only be surmounted as the traveler reaches 
them. 

SHOULD BE SELF-TAUGHT. 


The manager may discourse learnedly upon theories 
he evolves while his travelers are braving actual busi- 
ness troubles, but he cannot school his traveler to meet 
and successfully master all the obstacles that confront 
him. As Mr. Prizer says, the salesman should be largely 
his own school-master. The more devotional and pains- 
taking his application, the nearer his approach to the 
acme of success. 

The salesman’s school is a never-ending one. 
Things he has learned, or supposed he had learned, 
obstacles thought to be surmounted, come back to plague 
him daily, and their recurrence may be as frequent as 
are his visits. 

The salesman may in his travels meet one, two or 
three hundred dealers or customers, each one of a dif- 
ferent disposition and temperament, each under differ- 
ent conditions or circumstances. Scarcely in a series 
of years will he meet the same man or customer under 
corresponding circumstances or exact conditions, and as 
surrounding environments largely regulate tempera- 
ments or dispositions, these two elements are as fluctu- 
ating as the sun under which they appear is cor- 
respondingly cloudy or bright. 


ELUSIVE PERFECTION. 


It takes years of careful study and the closest 
attention and application to reach any large degree of 
perfection in the art of salesmanship. Some, from 
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inborn natural gifts, ascend the ladder with more 
agility than others, but the lesson is never learned and 
fully mastered. When the traveler thinks he has 
reached perfection and has mastered the art, it is close 
to the dissolution of his usefulness. The older traveler 
will not tell you he knows it all; the younger one may. 

Mr. Prizer truthfully says: “There is no system 
of apprenticeship to teach men to become expert sales- 
men, and there are no technical schools in which the 
art may be acquired.” “The salesman must teach and 
train himself.” 

There you have it in cold drawn facts, not by a 
master of the art, but by a shrewd, careful business 
man whose thoughts are measured by a breadth of 
earnestness that makes every reader a convert. 

TIME IT TAKES FOR A SALESMAN’S EDUCATION. 

How, then, will you educate this useful man, the 
salesman? How will you fix or plan the work whereby 
he may employ his capital? Will it be by a system of 
office lectures or personal contact with the reality? 
Could the former ever perfectly fit him for the work, 
and how many moons or, if you please, years, will it take 
to complete or round out his education by the personal 
contact route, supplemented by the lecture course ? 

Man is never too old to learn, and so long as his 
mind is clear and his body strong, he is never too old 
to render valuable service in that line of work for which 
he is best educated, best fitted. 


THE SALESMAN AT HIS BEST. 

The man who has spent the better portions of his 
life in a calling or profession, if a student in the work, 
is nearer the perfecting point when he has reached the 
prime of life than at any previous time. He is then 
better fitted to render good service and a continuance 
of the work than any younger man, no matter how 
thorough has been his superficial instructions. 

Mr. Prizer’s article will be closely scanned by the 
older class of salesmen who are being set aside, driven 
to seek new fields of employment and lines of work 
with which they are unfamiliar, just because they have 
passed the 45 mile post in the journey of life. 

They will even ask, is this a grateful or ungrateful 
world, with an incline to the latter belief, and it would 
be the more natural inference. 

If the line of reasoning that a man in good physi- 
cal and mental health at past 45 years is too old to sell 
goods as a traveligg salesman, is good logic, then it fol- 
lows at like verifas of age he would be too old to sell 
them as a retail salesman. As a retail dealer he would 
be too old to buy them to sell again, and the same line 
of reasoning would make him too old to buy and use 
as a consumer. 

THERE WILL BE A REACTION. 

The very few manufacturers and jobbers who are 
advancing this dictum may meet a reactionary force. 
It is not pretended that any of the three to five hundred 
thousand traveling salesmen will take kindly to it; the 
retail salesmen now being pretty well organized, will 
not support such a measure, and it’s a curious proposi- 
tion to present the organized retail dealers and average 
small tradesman with. (?) The results.

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Fifteenth Annual Dinner 
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Hardware Merchants and 


Manufacturers’ Association of Philadelphia. 





The fifteenth annual dinner of the Hardware Merchants 
and Manufacturers’ Association, of Philadelphia, was held at 
the Manufacturers’ Club, on Thursday, January 17. The din- 
ner was served in the roof garden of the club, and over one 
hundred members and guests sat down at the tables. The 
decorations were chiefly floral, and were very beautiful, 
though simple, a mass of smilax and asparagus vines running 





the whole length of the tables, broken at short intervals 
with jardiniers containing hyacinths, American beauty roses 
and other flowers. Beside the plate of each guest was several 
‘ souvenirs presented by different manufacturers. . The Enter- 
prise Manufacturing Co. presented a miniature yet practical 
meat chopper; the Russell & Erwin Manufacturing Co., a 
paperweight representing one of their cut glass doorknobs; 
the Miller Lock Co., a handsome nickel-plated padlock of 
new design; a manicure set in leather case from the Mc- 
Caffrey File Co.; a handy knife sharpener from Rose & Co; 
files and rasps from the G.. and H. Barnett & Co.; hammers 
and screwdrivers from Fayette R. Plumb; saws from the 
Henry Disston & Sons (incorporated) ; and Yankee tools from 
the North Bros.’ Manufacturing Co. Forming a background to 
the table at which were seated the guests of honor was an 
immense bank of palms. Each guest was provided with a 
handsome souvenir menu and toast list. An attractive menu 
was provided. 

During the dinner some excellent music was furnished 
by an orchestra of six pieces hidden from view. 

Coffee and cigars having been served, T. James Fernley, 
who presided, announced that he occupied the chair in the 
absence of Hugh McCaffrey, the associations’ esteemed pres- 
ident, such absence being due to the death of a brother. 
In attempting to fill the position of toastmaster for the 
evening he felt sure the company would sympathize with 
him in his embarrassment, especially as it devolved upon 
him to respond to the toast, “The Twentieth Century Busi- 
ness Man.” Mr. Fernley then dealt with his subject in a 


masterly manner. With the rapid movement of men and 





things destined to be a feature of the twentieth century, it 
was perhaps unlikely that the type of business man in 
evidence during the past century would be able to grapple 
with the newer conditions of business to be met during the 
new century. In the speaker’s opinion, it was the practical 
man who would be most in demand. The acceptance of 
every opportunity to display ability, which should be inborn, 
would be the policy of the twentieth century business man. 
He should be endowed to the fullest extent with common- 
sense, and know what to do and when to do it. Enthusiasm, 
quick decisions, dignity to the extent of a command of proper 
respect, a capability for work under the highest pressure 
of circumstances, and broadness of mind, were characteristics 
which would contribute most to a full measure of success 
during the years to come. Mr. Fernley, in closing his speech 
made many witty allusions to matters of common interest 
to those present, all conducive to the merriment of the 
evening. 

The mayor of Philadelphia, Samuel H. Ashbridge, re- 
sponded to the toast, “The Public Servant,” in a lengthy 
speech, during which he touched very largely upon municipal 
matters of interest to the gathering. 

The toastmaster then read a letter from John Bindley, 
president of the National Hardware Association, who was to 
have responded to the toast, “The Twentieth Century and 
the Man,” expressing his regret at his inability, through 
sickness, to be present. Mr. Bindley’s absence was a matter 
of general regret. 

The toast, “The Obligations of Two Milleniums,” was 
pastor of the Bethlehem Presbyterian Church. Dr. Davies, 
besides being an admirable speaker, proved to be a capital 
story teller, and his oration was very much enjoyed. 

Charles B. Adamson, of the firm of Baeder, Adamson & 
Co., Philadelphia, was the next speaker, making an able 
response to the toast, “The Twentieth Century Manufacturer ; 
What are his obligations to the trade?” In the course of 
his address he said that, as far as American manufacturers 


very ably responded to by the Rev. Dr. John R. Davies, 


were concerned, they found themselves at the opening of the 
new century with a grip on the world’s trade which could 
not be shaken off. Lord Roseberry some time ago in England 
had said that if England, long known as the leading manu- 
facturing country in the world, intended to keep pace with 
America she would have to send her young men to America 
to learn things. Who, said the speaker, could now say that 
the statement was not true? Anyone could see the immense 
increase in America’s exports. During the past twenty years 
men had accumulated large means and had made wonderful 
inventions, not for their own personal comfort, but for the 
comfort and help of others. At the beginning of the twen- 
tieth century the policy of business men would seem to be, 
“Live and let live,” and the sentiment, “Do unto others as 
you would have them do unto you,” existed fully in business 
circles of to-day. It was, however, comparatively recently 
that men ceased to crush out their competitors. Very few 
manufacturers were now satisfied to follow a course of this 
kind; on the other hand, they were becoming more closely 
associated one with the other, that they might live and let 
others live. This was, he believed, the obligation of the 
manufacturer of the twentieth century. The development of 
the spirit of brotherly kindness was a duty. If a man was 
more fortunate by reason of his training or the situation in 
which he had been placed, he owed a duty to his fellow- 
men which should be paid. Concluding, the speaker said he 
felt very seriously that the time was at hand when a man, 
either manufacturer or dealer, would no longer turn his hand 
against other manufacturers.or dealers, but that all would 
become more united and give the chance to others that they 
would seek for themselves. 
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The remaining toast, “The Twentieth Century Woman,” 
fell to the lot of Charles W. Asbury, of the Enterprise 
Manufacturing Co., and the response was handled. with 
marked ability, as follows:

Is she not now, and has she 
not the subject Woman, of whatever century, sufficiently deep

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COLORING CEMENTS. 


The quantities required for the colors used to color 
cements are—the property of thoroughly mixing, that 
of not decomposing under the action of lime, and that of 
resistance to the action of light. These colors should 
mix completely with the different compositions of which 
cements are made up, the cohesion of which they dimin- 
ish. The means of testing them are to mix them with a 
certain quantity of slaked lime. Care must be taken 
not to use low-priced materials containing salts of lime 
and barytes, which give to the objects which contain 
them, especially when damp, a veiny aspect, which has a 
very bady effect. The colors for cement should resist 
the action of chemical alkaline agents. When washed by 
soda they should not be impaired after a day of this 
treatment. ‘Those which mix well are unassailable by 
chemical alkaline agents, and resist the action of light 
fairly well. The best means to assure one’s self of these 
qualities is to color a plane surface and to cover certain 
parts some opaque bodies and to expose the painted sur- 
face to the sun’s rays for some time. The most common 
red is jewelers’ red or brown red, composed of peroxide 
of iron in the proportion of 85 per cent at least. Red 
ochre (calcined) is less commendable. The yellow con- 
stitutes the ochres, composed essentially of peroxide of 
iron and alumine of lime. These diminish very slightly 
the cohesion of cements. The ochres have also the ad- 
vantage of being the less expensive of the yellows. Sien- 
na earth (not burnt) may also rank in this category. 
Ultramarine is the blue most employed ; but it is well to 
correct the reddish reflection it has, especially in arti- 
ficial light, by adding to it 50 per cent of sea-green.— 
La Ceramique.

If, after fire has a good start 
and draft and damper are closed, it does not occur. We 
claim and can prove the fault lies in the chimney, but 
the proprietor of the house claims its fault of the fur- 
nace.

ANSWER BY JAMES J. LAWLER. 

Explosions of coal gas usually occur in furnaces 
where fine coal is used in deep fire pots, and also where 
the draught is poor in the chimney. It is the igniting 
of the rich coal gas lodged in the combustion chamber 
of the furnace which causes the explosions, and not 
alone does this blow stoppers out of chimneys, but very 
ferquently blows off the furnace doors and does other 
kinds of damage. We have noticed this trouble particu- 
larly in places where large furnaces were connected 
with very small chimneys, so that combustible gas gen- 
erated faster before it ignited than it could escape from 
the furnace, rere | wots are shallow it does not 
take so long for the f “combustion near the grate to 
ignite the gasés on Bigs therefore should there be 
an-explosion with thé shallow fire pot it would have 
much less force than if the fire pot was of the deep pat- 
tern. There are also less explosions of this kind where 
large coal is used, and the reason of this is because there 
is much more space for air as well as the flames to pass 
up through the large size coal which produces combus- 
tion at the top of fire pot quicker. 

If the chimney draft cannot be easily increased or 
made stronger, it is a good plan in such cases in starting 
up after putting on fresh coal to only open part of the 
front ash pit draft door, at the same time having the 
direct damper in the furnace open, and also to have the 
slide or sight hole in feed door partly open, for the fol- 
lowing reasons: if the draft in chimney is poor there is 
no use in allowing more air pass up through the grate 
than the chiminey can carry off, therefore this can be 
regulated by slightly opening the draft to ash pit. 
Then again, we open the slide of feed door in order 
to allow fresh air to pass in and mingle with the gas 
rising through the coals, which dilutes the latter and 
renders it less combustible.

TAPERING ELBOW PATTERN. 








In response to request we republish the following 
tapering elbow pattern: 


Fig. 1 
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Let AB and CD, Fig. 1, equal large end of elbow, 


Fig. 2 
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DHB the angle; make HF equal CG and EF equal AB; 
make JK equal to the small end of the elbow; draw 
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the lines BK and AJ, continue the lines until they inter- 
sect at J; describe the semi-circles AB and JK; divide 
the semi-cireles into the same number of equal parts ; 
from the points draw lines as 1, 2, 3, ete. 

On any line, as AB, Fig. 2, with the radii 7K and 
IB describe the ares HI and CD; set off CAD equal in 
length to the circumference of the large end AB; draw 
the lines CB and DB; set off on each side of AB the 
same number of equal distances as in the semi-circle 
AB; from the points draw lines cutting the center at 
B; make AF equal to BL; make CF and DG equal to 
AM; also each of the lines bearing the same figure as 
11, 2, 2, 3, 3, etc., then a line traced through the points 
will form the pattern.

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THE ART OF BRAZING. 








To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

Brazing cannot be learned from another person’s 
experience except to tell the kind of tools and materials 
to be used and the balance remains with the brazer him- 
self. 

One of the most important things is to get the 
proper heat. I use two blow torches and place them so 
that the blaze of both come together, then place my 
work to be brazed right in the center of the two flames. 
In that way I get an even heat all round my work. 

Brass tubing varies in its composition, and conse- 
quently varies in its melting point, and a trial should 
be made on a small piece of the metal before attempting 
to braze good work, unless the person has had experience 
with the metals. Spelter also varies in composition. To 
suit the different metals to be brazed you should use 
six ounce brass with an eight ounce spelter, and eight 
ounce brass with ten or twelve ounce spelter, borax, of 
course, being used as a flux. G. L. Gray.

in life that did it with one idea in his head. The aver- 
age workman’s head is full of wheels, and if he uses 
only one of them to be come a tinner he is to be 
pitied for his poor judgment. I never repaired wind- 
mills, never had occasion to (am sorry for it), but had 
such a job come to me would have done my best, and 
I know I would have succeeded, because in my last ex- 
tremity I would have asked my windmill tinners how 
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to go at it through THe AMERICAN ARTISAN, and in 
their desire to help the unfortunate would give me 
their views and plans, which would enable me to com- 
plete the job, which would please my customer and 
employer also. In a case of that kind “J. J. C.” would 
lose a customer and his employer also. 

[ am not working at the bench just now, but I am 
sure that if necessary I could earn fair wages in any 
shop, and could make fair wages competing with some 
factory work. If tinners would take a little time 
and figure out the cost of factory articles, such as 
boilers, buckets, etc., and put in steady work on one to 
six dozen lots at a time, they would be able to convince 
their employers that for a little added cost of say 3 to 
10 cents they could make their own ware and need 
not be idle during the winter season, when outdoor 
work was at a standstill. This is an age of hustle, and 
that you must do to make it win for your employer 
and yourself. A man who grumbles about his em- 
ployer is lazy, nothing else, or may be another “J. J. 
C.” This is a free country, and there is a good living 
for traveling tin shops, and if you can’t suit your em- 
ployer, go on the road and let some one who uses more 
than one talent try the job. These kid-gloved tinners 
won't soil their gloves with axle grease; you who love 
work will understand. 

Our most useful inventions were invented by men 
who used other wheels not needed in their trade or 
vocation, and all who hold the highest offices in railroad, 
financial and mechanical industries of the present 
day, when working along the bottom rung of the lad- 
der were willing to repair “windmills” when the op- 
portunity presented itself. The silly conceit of some 
men is strong enough to jar all ideas out of a person 
when first struck, and I do hope the cubs who read 
“J. J. C.’s” letter will study the question carefully 
before they decide to eschew “windmills” from their 
category of useful arts, which are so numerous in a 
tinner’s trade.

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CASE-HARDENING IRON AND STEEL. 





The case-hardening of iron or steel really consists 
of two processes. First, the surface of the piece, what- 
ever it may be, and so on to a greater or lesser depth, 
depending upon the process employed, is changed very 
definitely from iron to steel; then this surface is hard- 
ened as any steel is hardened. ‘There is surprisingly 
little difference as between iron and steel—that is, be- 
tween a bar of good iron and a bar of steel—so far 
as the constituent parts are concerned; yet this little 
difference constitutes the important distinction between 
something that will “cut like a razor” or that may be 
tied up in a knot, like a whip lash. 

THE FIRST PROCESS. 

The first process in what will always be called case- 
hardening is the supplying to the iron—the surface of 
the piece under treatment—what it lacks to make steel 
of it; otherwise it will not harden. The principal thing 
to be supplied is carbon, one of the most common of 
all substances. Cast iron is made up generally of not 
less than 3 per cent carbon. For the purpose of convert- 
ing this into wrought iron an essential part of the proc- 
ess consists of getting rid of the carbon—burning it 
out. In the process of converting the wrought iron into 
steel, some of the carbon must be restored ; the wrought 
iron must be recarbonized. In the first process of case- 
hardening the surface of the wrought iron is kept in 
intimate contact with something that will supply the 
carbon to the iron when the latter is at a fairly high 
temperature. 

SUPERFICIAL CASE-HARDENING. 

For case-hardening superficially—that is, for con- 

verting into steel a thin film of the iron only—the 


operation is all in the open air, which makes it imper- 
fect in every respect. Prussiate of potash is very com- 
monly employed. If the piece is well polished and rea- 
sonable care is taken, a fairly fine mottled gray surface 
is obtained. When the process is employed for small 
pieces at frequent intervals, the potash may be kept in 
any suitable iron vessel. The piece to be hardened is 
dipped into this and stirred about, an old spoon being 
used to keep it covered with the potash. When the 
piece cools somewhat it is again heated slowly, the pot- 
ash adhering to it, and when hot again treated with the 
potash, then heated as for tempering a piece of steel 
and plunged into water. The heating and covering 
with potash may be repeated three or four times, or 
more, if a little deeper hardening is desired. 
DEEP CASE-HARDENING. 

Where case-hardening to a considerable depth is 
desired the pieces are packed in a suitable iron box or 
pot, along with equal parts of charcoal, pulverized 
hone, and leather scraps. Or instead of this, saltpetre 
and leather may be used in the proportion of one pound 
of the former to eight pounds of the latter. First, a 
layer of the mixture is put in the bottom of the box, 
upon which a layer, of the pieces to be case-hardened is 
carefully placed so as not to touch one another or the 
sides of the box. Over this another layer of the mixture 
is placed; then another layer of the pieces, and so on 
till the box is filled. The cover is then put on and the 
joint luted with clay to exclude the air. The box and 
its contents are then kept at a red heat for from three 
to five hours longer, according to the depth it is re- 
quired to harden. It is then uncovered and the contents 
dumped into a tank of clean, cold water, with the least 
possible exposure to the atmosphere.—Ex. 
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Trade Report. 


BRADSTREETS ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION. 

The editor of Bradstreets telegraphs us this ad- 
vance report of the iron and steel situation. 

The feature of the week in iron has been the plac- 
ing of large orders; 200,000 tons of Bessemer pig at 
equivalent to $13.25 at Pittsburg. This has steadied 
the market generally, except for foundry grades, which 
are weak. Some heavy buying is also reported at Birm- 
ingham, but other markets show little activity in this 
line. In finished products Chicago notes sales of 50,- 
000 tons of rails at old quotations, and that total sales 
for the season are ahead of last year. A feature in the 
export line this week was the shipment of 3,000 tons 
steel billets to Glasgow from Birmingham, the largest 
shipment of this material ever sent abroad from the 
south. New business in export trade in crude iron or 
steel is reported small, but it is to be noted that de- 
mand for wire is reported good and large sales of cars 
for export are announced. Heavy quantities of railway 
material to replace that destroyed in China may be 
placed in this country. Explanation of the fact that 
pig iron prices are now just half what they were a year 
ago will be found in the official figures of stocks of iron 
on Dec. 31st, 1900, aggregating 442,370 tons, or about 
seven times the quantity held a year ago. 





BOLTS. 

The Bolt Manufacturers’ Association held a meet- 
ing in New York city on Jan. 23d and took a fall out 
of bolt prices. Common carriage and machine bolts list 
of Jan. 30, 1895, are 70 and 214 per cent ; stove bolts, 
list of Dec. 28, 1899, are 65 and 10 per cent; common 
tire bolts, list of Dec. 28, 1899, are 65 and 10 to 70 per 
cent. 





BARB WIRE. 

There is an excelient demand for barb wire. 
Painted barb wire sells at $2.70 to $2.75 for small lots, 
and at $2.65 for carload lots. Galvanized barb wire is 
$3 to $3.05 for small lots and is $2.95 for carload lots. 





SHEET ZINC. 
The base price of sheet zinc has been established at 
6c per lb. f. o. b. mill. 





ROPE. 
The quotations on rope run as follows: Manila, 
7-16 inch and larger, is 914to 934¢ per Ib.; sisal, 7-16 
inch and larger is 634 to Yc per lb. 





BINDER TWINE. 

White sisal binder twine, 500 feet per lb., is 714 
to %14e; standard, 500 feet per Ib., is 7144 to 7U4e per 
lb.; manila, 600 feet per lb., is 9 to 914¢, and pure ma- 
nila, 650 feet per lb., is 1014¢ per Ib. 





CUT NAILS. 
Carload lots of cut nails are $2.15, and small lots 
from stock are $2.25. 


WIRE NAILS. 
The demand for wire nails continues to be excep- 
tionally strong. Small lots are quoted at $2.40 to $2.45 
from stock, and the price to retailers in carload lots is 


$2.35. 





PLATES. 

Sales have not been large or important and it is 
not expected any very heavy business will be closed until 
further along in the year. Prices are made as follows, 
mill shipment, Chicago delivery: Tank steel, 1.55c; 
flange steel, 1.65c; marine steel, 1.75c; fire-box steel, 
ordinary, 1.75c; fire-box, special, 2.25c and upwards. 
Orders have been limited to small lots of billets, which 


remain unchanged at $20.75. No sales of rods are re- 
ported. 





COPPER. 

Early cables from London to New York stated that 
the market in that city opened weak at a decline of 
12s 6d per ton for spot copper and 13s 9d per ton for 
futures. The sharp decline did not surprise metal 
men on this side, as it was supposed that all the Eng- 
lish markets would be easy, but it did not tend to make 
the local market any stronger. Domestic consumers 
are still out of the market, although consumption is 
enormous and their stocks are believed to be at a low 
ebb. 





TIN. 

It is reported that there is a scarcity of spot tin in 
London. However this may be, it was the only one 
of the metal markets in that city that did not show a 
decline. 





LEAD. 

There was little doing. Prices were unchanged on 
the basis of 43¢c per pound in 50-ton lots. Exports of 
foreign lead from this port were 400 tons to Manchester, 
400 tons to Hamburg and 50 tons to Bremen. 





SPELTER. 
The market is very dull at 4.0714c per pound. G. 
M. B. spelter declined 2a 6d in London to £18 10s per 
ton. In St. Louis the market was easier and lower at 
3.871c asked. 





IRON AND STEBL. 


Foundry irons are quiet. The demand is still for 
small lots for quick shipment and few long time con- 
tracts are placed, but prices are still firm. Bessemer pig 
and billets are in slow demand. Bars are less active 
than they were a week or two ago. Other finished 
materials are moderately active, the call for sheets and 
plates being especially good. Pittsburg reports that 
sales of the week included about 13,000 tons Bessemer 
pig at $13.25@13.50 a ton and 1,500 tons billets at 
pool rates. .
